our Forefathers Hearts. The Minifter who loved Par- 
liaments, and who was fupported by Parliaments, was 
of old the Darling of the People. Why fhould it not be 
fo now? 

It is a noble Charaéteriftick of our Liberty, that fuch 
as have the principal Direction of publick Affairs are 
ufually Commoners ; and we fhall have Reafon to be 
jealous of our Liberties whenever it fhall become a fa- 
fhionable Doétrine, that Commoners are unfit to be at 
the Helm. It is glorious for the Briti Nation that 
the great Affairs of the State are freely debated in the 
Senate, and that its Refolutions are held facred by fuch 
as in virtue of their Places have the chief Share in the 
Management of the Government.

In the Thirteenth, an Examination of the Duke of 
Bucks before the Houfe of Commons, and the Refoiurions of 
the laft relating toa Standing Army. In the Fourteenth, the 
King and Lord A Speeches ; certain Protefts ; and a 
Conteft between the Two Houfes, in @ Cafe of Privilege. In 
the Fifteenth, Bixtcenth, Seventeenth, and Eizhteenth, cer 
tain Paflages rather more ample. And inthe Thiid Pan lia- 
ment of the fame Reign, not one Word of tie Proceedings of 
the Houfe of Commons, with Kefpeat toan Enquiry made by 
their Order into the Corruytion laid to the Charge ot feveral 
Members of the Long Parliament. To all which may be 
added, that this Edition reaches no lower than the Year 1725 
and that the Price is no lefy than 45 s. Whence it may “be 
gathered that, according to the luofe Manner in which th y 
are printed, Sevew Volumes more will be neccflary to com- 
plete the Work to the End of the prefent Parliament. 

On the other hand, the Edition in Three Volumes, Price 
18s. begins with the Virft Parliament of the late King. and 
is continued with hiftorical Connections down to the Year 
1734. In which Space are contained all the material Points 
that affect the prefent Times, and in particular a great Va- 
riety of important Specches not to be found in the ota r. To 
whicb are added in the Margin, the Names of the Speakers, 
and at the Foot of the Page, an Account of the Preferments 
beftowed on each particular Member, togerber with large and 
uieful Indexes 5 as well as an Appendix, containing many 
remaikable Particulars, neceffary for the clearing up feveral 
Paffages in the Debates. We are further affar'd chat the 
Traniactions of the Legiflasure from the Ke/ieration to the 
Death of the late Queen, reduced into Two Volumes only are 
in the Prefs, which with a Supplement of about Two Volumes 


more, would bid fair to form the completeft Sy , 
Affairs, ever yet made publiek. P yftem of national 
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
